Any reputable physician may bring his patient to Mercy Hospital pro- 


vided he is willing to go into consultation with some member of the 
staff, 


into whose department the case will naturally fall. The staff member then 
assumes responsibility for the case. The patients regular doctor is at per- 
fect liberty to visit him as often as ne may desire and to consult and offer 
any suggestions he may think advisable. 


Here I may say further, that Mercy not only admits all reputable phy- 


sicians, it actually prefers the patient would bring with him his personal or 
family physician, since long experience teaches it that the knowledge of the 
case the family doctor must have and consultation between two physicians 
is likely to produce the best results. 


On dismissal of any case it reverts back solely to the personal doctor, 


neither the hospital nor the staff member having any claim whatsoever on it. 


Let me also say here that on this matter of admission if a staff mem-

INCE society has become concerned over the mental and 
moral degeneracy Avhich threaten the tired business 
man if allowed to choose his own means of rest and 


recreation and efforts have been made to_fmd for him proper 
relaxation -without too much letting down "of ethical teaching, it 
was inevitable that someone should suggest the reading of poetry. 


Such a suggestion has been made by a Philadelphia clergy- 


nan, who says that few men realize the mental and spiritual re- 
freshment that is gained by reading the poetical works of the 
^greatinasters among the poets, who take us out of the cares of 
the work-a-day -world and translate us to a beautiful atmosphere 
<wluch. refreshes us and makes us ready to again take up our 
daily tasks with enthusiasm 


Even if the tired business man could be brought to realize 


the refreshing influence of poetry, it is rather a dangerous 
thing to recominend it at this time when the literary standards 
of the past seem to be discarded and the poets whom we are now 
told are masters, instead of transporting us to a restful atmos- 
phere delight in harrowing our souls with minute descriptions 
of the most sordid things they can find in the most commonplace 


*The advice is all right if the tired business man sticks to the 


masters established by the literary criticism of the past, but in 
these dajs when Tennyson is damned as obnoxiously effeminate, 
h« needs to watch lest he find himself struggling in the lurid 
vortex of some master of free verse.

•re A&out to be changed Kcgaidless of the large financial loss 
which it will entail, the producers and distributors will follow 
the suggestion of Will Hays that they refrain from, exhibiting, 
at least for the present, pictures" of the corpulent comedian who 
figured in lie nasty San Francisco scandal, 


.This implies recognition 'of the fact that the personal mor- 


tality of the screen actors is the public's business, and that it has 
• right to object to the presentation of films in vhich persons ie- 
putedly of loose morals are starred. Another encouraging de- 
velopment is the conference which Mr. Hays held with ' Rev. 
JDhr. Charles Scanlon, secretary of the committee on temperance 
^'•nd; moral', welfare of the Presbyterian church. At this meet- 
r'ing Sfr. .Hays, who is:director general of the Motion Picture Pro- 
vducers and, Distributors 'Association, is said to .have listened 
•i Sympathetically to plans for purification of the movies. 
.r;;i •;• Some' of .the suggestions made were perhaps drastic from 
the •producers 'standpoint; yet in the long run they will benefit 
by ;"'•' playing- safe." .'.They are asked to eliminate the nude, the 
-licentious and criminal from the films, to treat with 
respect 


/marriage; the church, the home, to employ none but actors who 


conform to the standards of decency and morality which are 
accepted by the public generally, to advertise the pictures, not 


' persons, arid not to use the films for propaganda. 


It may be painful for the producers to take steps which they 


••';•• -.fetr. will cut 'down their revenues; but there is evidence that 
, i they will do >so, nevertheless, since they seem to realize that 
•unless they act of their own initiative a strongly-organized mi- 
nority will attempt to establish even more drastic regulation of 
the movie industry. 


NATIONS VERY HUMAN

HARLES A. LUMLEY, president of Norwich, Conn. 


university, used to think that "holy melodies of love" 
would arise all over the earth to put an end to war. He 


doesn't think so now. He thinks that nations are as "greedy 
as humans" and will fight for what they want. Most pacifists, 
however much they love peace, have about reached that same 
conclusion. Their ideas were wrecked in 1914. The truth is 
that nations arc very human. They are made up of human be- 
iogcj. And they are good and bad by turns; they are never 
wholly good and rarely wholly bad. Countries reflect their in- 
habitants. 


A thorough-going pacifist, like "William Jennings Bryan 


used to be, and a thorough-going militarist like the Germans ex- 
crown prince used to be arc at opposite extremes of the human 
race; most of us are found in between. We'll fight sometimes, 
and sometimes we prefer peace. Nations are aggregations of 
human beings led by men who seek to do what they think their 
'nations wnnt done, and what they think is best for their nations 
and- mighty few leaders would do what Mr. Bryan suggested 
doing, that is, meet an invader with a bouquet of roses and a 
smile. It would bo a long .step toward the facts that, move the 
world if everybody would quit thinking of nations as great 
forces that act not according to human will and desire, and be- 
gan thinking of them as intensely human.

may well cease, but not criticism of the methods, some of 
•\vhu-h seemingly still exist, which he used and wbu-h cannot be 
too strongly condemned.

The trouble is that too much ot' 
the public thinks in terms of theories, when it thinks politically 
at, all, and the professional politicians think in practical terms. 
The practical politicians, and none was over more

than Croker, know what they want and they work to get it : the 
public knows that it wants a good government, but it doesn't 
use the. weapon of the ballot, box to compel its politicians 
to 


see that the most practical way of holding their jolxs is to give 
good service,
